WITH GOOD BALLOON GUNS. 


Strauss Says Experiments with 
Kites Show Value of New Form

Washington, D. C., Dec. 18.— Tests dem- 
onstrating the effectiveness of the Amer- 
ican navy's enti-eircraft gun have been 
reported to the house naval committee 
by Rear Admiral Strauss, chief of the 
bureau of ordnance. This weapon, used 
years ago for other purposes, has been 
developed to bring down hostile sero- 
planes and dirigibles. 

“It will be competent to deal with air- 
craft,“ Rear Admiral Strauss reported. 
“We have tried it against a kite at 3,000 
feet altitude, a sufficient altitude to de- 
termine that it is valuable for the pur- | 
pose.

FIVE PER CENT RATE BOOST. 


Commerce Commission Will Permit 
Increase in Freight Charges— 
Will Give Decision This Week. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 18.—[Special.) 
—From an official whose knowledge of 
the situation is believed to be unques- 
tionable it is learned tonight that the 
last serious opposition to an increase in 
freight rates on the eastern railroads was 
removed yesterday, and the interstate 
commerce commission formally voted to 
permit the 5 per cent adyance. 

Announcement of the decision will be 
made within ten days, probably next Sat- 
urday afternoon. The commission's prac- 
tice in the past has been to make public 
its rulings at such times in order that 
business men may be given opportunity 


ell. 
The proposal is made to eradicate the | 
fire hazard as much as possible without 
altogether preventing the erection of | 
frame residences by persons of small | 
means. Within the fire limits frame 
construction is prohibited. An ordi- 
nance extending the fire limits is now 
pending before the council buildings 
committee. 
Robert Knight, deputy building com- 
missioner, yesterday recommended the 
passage of this measure and also the 
adoption of more stringest regulations 
for frame buildings in outlying sections. 
He has submitted a report on the sub- 
ject to the subcommittee, of which Ald. 
George Pretzel is chairman. The sub- 
committee is making an investigation. 
The principal features of Mr. Knight's 
plan for regulating frame structures are: 

Limit the width to twenty-five feet, 
the length to forty-five feet, and the 
height to thirty-five feet. 

Require a maeonry foundation for 
all buildings over one story. 

Prohibit the erection of frame bulld- 
ings except for residence purposes. 

Require a space of five feet between 
the building and the lot line on each 
side except the front. 
Existing ordinances permit the erection 
of frame structures forty feet wide, sey- 
enty feet long, and from forty to forty- 
five feet high. Frame construction can 
be used for stores and warehouses as well

Sixty-fourth street and Tale avenue. 

Dr. Kiplinger haa been chaplain in the 
prison for eight years. He spoke on the 
subject, ‘ Personal Work With Prisoners 
and What It Has Taught Me.“ 


Many Write Home. 

Every man in prison has a period of 
repentance,” he said. “ When we ob- 
served mothers’ day we gave each one 
of the prisoners a carnation and asked 
him to think of his mother and to try to 
live that day as a good mother would 
like to have him live. Many wrote home 
that day confessing their wrongdoing and 
promised to do better in the future. 

My experience with prisoners has 
strengthened my faith in humanity and 
my sympathy for weak humanity. 

The parole system has been a great 
success. Formerly seventy out of every 
hundred priseners discharged came back 
again. Since the establishment of the 
parole system out of 8,000 prisoners sev- 
emty-six out of every hundred kept the 
conditions of their parole. 


Liquor Crime Producer. 

“IAquor is the greatest of all crime 
producers. Out of 1,150 prisoners in the 
prison at one time, 968 were either drink- 
ing or were drunk at the time of the 
crime, or the deed was planned in a 
saloon. Twov*hundred and twelve out of 
226 cases of murder were due to liquor. 

“ When we had county option in In- 
Giana, out of a population of 1,587,263 
persons living in ‘dry’ counties, there 
were ninety-nine commitments to prison. 
Out of 903,005 persone living in twenty- 
two wet counties there were 125 com- 
mitments. 

“The one factor which will reduce 
crime more than any other is to drive 
out the saloon. The reason why I believe 
absolutely in woman’s suffrage is because 
I believe women will vote out this cursed 
business.

GETTING MORE DAYLIGHT. 

Inertia and prejudice, ridicule and misunderstand- 
ing may delay, or prevent, the turning forward of 
the clock, but if such should be the case it would 
merely result in a great benefit being sacrificed to 
obstinacy. 

Inertia ig always an obstacle opposing change. 
The easiest thing to do is the accustomed thing. 
Communities frequently accommodate their progress 
to the speed of the slowest members. Inertia is 
rooted against all change. Prejudice opposes change 
blindly and unreasoningly. Ridicule is an easy sub- 
stitution for intelligence. It can employ phrases 
without the need of thought. Misunderstanding will 
affect nearly any proposal intended to affect whole 
communities. 

Against all these the rational program to put more 
daylight in the day may make slow progress, but if 
its advocates will persist it will make converts. To 
the average person the divisions of time are purely 
arbitrary. He accepts the clock as an instrument 
ordained for the division of his days. Its authority 
over his life is unquestioned. 

The clock is the autocrat. It gets folks out of bed, 
sends them to work, brings them back to dinner, and 
sends them to bed. The divine right of clocks to rule 
has not been questioned. The entire economic and 
socia] system is ruled by the clock and orderly lives 
are governed by it. 

This autocrat can be made a little more agree- 
able to common good. It can be made to yield a 
little more daylight to the day. It might be possible 
to reach the same results by changing the hours of 
daily routine, but that would be a more difficult 
undertaking. 

Employety might ray that they would expect their 
employés to be at their desks at 7 o’clock instead of 
8, and that in recompense therefor work would be 
over at 4 or 5 o'clock instead of 5 or 6 o' clock. Rev- 
olutions might be started by any such edict. The 
clock would remain to say that 10 o’clock was accus- 
tomed bedtime and that 5 o’clock was an outrageous 
hour to arise.

AMERICANISM AND RURAL CREDIT. 

We have heard much—perhaps too much—con- 
cerning the complexities and difficulties of the prob- 
lem of rural credit organization. The president 
regretfully lays the matter aside for the present. 
Congress is afraid of it. Representative farmers’ 
associations have declared, and wisely, that they 
would rather see the question postponed than suffer 
ill considered legislation thereon. 

The secretary of agriculture, Mr. Houston, deals 
briefly with the subject in bis report, and, while his 
‘utterances are purely negative, they are character- 
ized by excellent horse sense and commendable 
vigor. He is certain, at any rate, that certala 
things are to be avoided ‘in legislating on rural 
eredit. 


He is opposed to the use of the government's cash 
or credit in the premises. The American farmer, 
he says justly, is self-reliant and independent. 
Moreover, as a class the farmers are in no need of 
bounties or benevolent aid. Private and codpera- 
tive enterprise should prove equal to the require- 
ments of the farmers in the way of credit. Secre- 
tary Houston favors codperative credit associations 
and a system of land mortgage banks, all privately 
financed. The whole question to him is one of or- 
ganization, mobilization, and proper use of assets 
and facilities that already exist or can easily be 
brought into existence. In Mr. Hyde's article of 
Saturday the cotperation of insurance companies 
was discussed and suggestive facts offered. 

This is the sane, healthy view of rural credit leg- 
islation, as it is the sane, healthy view of the mer- 
chant marine, by the way. There are no emer 
gencies calling frantically for government cash or 
credit in support of agriculture or of shipping. We 
have capital, brains, natural resources, efficiency. 
We simply have not brought these things together; 
we have not studied certain problems in earnest, 
with a determination to get results. Rural credit 
should be tackled by experts and practical men— 
farmers, rural bankers, sound economists. If con- 
gress will not summon these, they should challenge 
congress by submitting certain definite proposals. 


INCOME TAX “DODGING.” 

In spite of the severe and unanswerable criticism 
of the income tax law by an able and nonpartisan 
committee of the American Bar association, Secre- 
tary McAdoo continues to harp on the irritating and 
baseless charge of wholesale dodging. 

Because, forsooth, certain official estimates,“ or 
guesses, have failed of justification or because the 
text of the law is so obscure, unintelligible, and 
chaotic that few citizens, even after consulting emi- 
nent lawyers, know what the law requires of them, 
Mr. McAdoo persists in indicting thousands and 
tens of thousands for alleged willful evasion or vio- 
lation of the law. He states in his annual report 
that thousands have failed to make any return 
‘whatever, while tens of thousands have made in- 
correct and faulty returns. The collectors are to 
investigate, assess on their own guesses, and insti- 

' tute prosecutions. 

The simple truth is that there is not a scintilla 
of proof to support the charge of anything like de- 
liberate or general dodging. The law is not one to 
tempt or compel evasion—like the impossible gen- 
eral property tax, for instance. The rates of taxa- 
tion under it are moderate, and the average citizen 
would rather pay his $10 on every thousand dollars 
earned over and above the exempt minimum than 
run serious risks and offend his own conscience. 


If the hour hand of this dictator were put for- 
ward, 6 o'clock rising time would remain 6 o'clock | 
and 10 o’clock bedtime would remain 10 o'clock. 
Routine would adjust itself without a protest. And 
there would be an hour’s more daylight in the leisure | 
part of the day. Evenings would accommodate, 
themselves to the outdoor life which to many people 
want to lead and for which they lack time. It wouid | 
mean healthier diversions. It would make more out: | 
door people. It would give opportunity for games. | 
It would produce a healthier life and healthier peo- 
ple. 

The formidable obstacles are merely inertia, preju- 
dice, ridicule, and misunderstanding. 


WHERE LIFE IS ALWAYS WAR. 

In Burope men who have lived what Col. Roose- 
velt calls soft lives are now enduring the extreme 
tests of soul and body. The lawyer, the artist, the. 
shopkeeper, the clerk have been torn from their 
comfortable routine and thrust into a pit of dark- 
ness where fear and pain, deadly effort and deadly 
exhaustion, and the perpetual imminent presence 
of death oppress the heart and string the nerves to 
or beyond the breaking point. 

It is hard for us who still remain in the security 
of peace to realize that this ise happening to men of 
our own sort, but perhaps it is even harder to real- 
ine that there are places where life is always war. 
Some sense of this is given in the report of the 
Grenfell association on present conditions in Labra- 
dor. A series of calamities has stricken these 
people, who in the best of circumstances fight a 
desperate fight against nature. Storm and fog, 
tempest and wreck, cold and the failure of scanty 
subsistence, these are normal in the experience of 
Labrador. But within the year exceptional disas- 
ters have befallen. Last spring a hurricane wiped 
‘out 250 of the bread winners of Labrador and New- 
foundland. That was a staggering blow. Then 
came the war, which brought the end of railway 
construction and closed the mines at Sydney and 
Belle Isle. The sale of fish and fur was killed, and 
at the same time the price of all necessaries rose 
sharply. 

A community which at best is barely able to exist 
struck by these repeated blows is very like a 
beleagnered city and must pay a heavy toll of pain 
and loss. At this time, moreover, the war and its 
widespread effects preoceupy the thought and char. 
ity of the world and the cry of Labrador is 
hardly heard. Even here in America at peace ex- 
tensive unemployment calls for unusual measures 
of relief, and the open purse of Americans is sub- 
jected to drafts more persistent and serious than 
it often is required to meet. 

Yet if we can give to Belgium, to Germany, to 
France, to England, why not something to as gal- 
lant and hard pressed a band of warriors as any 
that battles against remorseless fate? A very lit- 
tle compared to what is being poured into Europe 
would succor the men and women and children who 
man this stormy outpost of the world.

HE most responsible post of every 
army is that of chief of the gen- 
eral staff, which in the Franco- 
German war of 1870 was held under 
the old kaiser by the celebrated 

Field Marshal Count Moltke. It is a 
post which in England had been vacant 
since the sudden death a few weeks ago 
of the late Sir Charles Douglas, and 
has now been filled by Lieut. Gen. Sir 
James Wolfe-Murray, who has been ap- 
pointed by King George on- the nom- 
ination and recommendation of Lord 
Kitchener—a man most careful and cau- 
tious in the choice of his subordinates. 

Sir James is the head of the Cringle- 
tie branch of the great clan of Murray 
and is descended in the direct male line 
from that Col. Alexander Murray, Laird 
of Cringletie, who commanded the Black 
Watch or Forty-second Highlanders in 
the taking of Quebec, and in whose arms 
the mortally wounded Gen. Wolfe ex- 
pired on the Heights of Abraham. 

Since then, and in memory of that bat- 
tle, all the children born to the Mur- 
rays of Cringletie have been endowed 
with the compound name of Wolfe-Mur- 
ray. They form an offshoot of the Mur- 
rays of Blackbarrony, who are headed 
by Sir John Murray, twelfth baronet of 
his line and hereditary secretary for 
Ireland. Sir John is half American, 
his mother, the late Lady Murray, hav- 
ing been a daughter of Garry Sanger of 
Utica, N. T. 


— 

Sir James, after having been a wid- 
ower for several years, married last 
year Lady Macfarlane, widow of Sir Dan- 
lel Macfarlane, M. P., and daughter of 
the late James Scott Robson. By his 
first marriage he has a son; formerly 
an officer of the Seaforth Highlanders, 
who is secretary of the labor department 
of the South African Union. 

Sir James is a grandson of the Beotch 
judge known as Lord Cringletie, and as 
Laird of Cringletie is in possession of 
the family estates of Cringletie in Pes- 
biesshire. He has been master gen- 
eral of the ordnance, quartermaster gen- 
eral in India, and commander in chief 
of the military forces of the South Afri- 
can Union, He has seen a good deal 
of active service, having been in the 
Boer war, in the Ashanti campaign, and 
in the various frontier disturbances of 
India. a

N ie unifkely that there will be a non- 
partisan candidate for mayor in the field 
in the spring election. A clause in the 
resolutions which were considered yes- 
terday by the Citizens’ nonpartisan com- 
mittee states that it will be inexpedient 
to put a candidate in the field in the ap- 
proaching campajem‘ unless fhe parties 
‘fail to provide one satisfactory nominee 
pledged to aid the movement to secure the 
desired nonpertisanship legislation.” 

This clause was not acted on by the 
committee, but will be presented to the 
nonpartisan conference, to be held to- 
morrow. 

Recommendations to Conference. 

The committee declared by resolution, 
however, thet Chicago is backward in 
permitting itself to be governed by par- 
tisan officials. These recommendations 
were made by the committee to the gen- 
eral conference: 

That the general assembly of In- 
nois, at its forthcoming session, 
should pass laws to do away entirely 
with partisan methods of nominating — 
and electing municipal and judicial 
officials. 

That independent voters be urged to 
oppose the nomination or election of 
any candidate for mayor of Ohicago 
who does not pledge himself to do all 
in his power to help secure the early 
passage of laws for nonpartisan mu- 
nicipal and judicial elections. 

The resolution which would pledge the 
nonpartisan faction from putting a can- 
didate in the field was fathered by George 
C. Sikes. 

Republicans Waiting on Harrison. 

The Republican central committee has 
settled own to wait for Mayor Harri- 
sons decision before it announces its 

candidate for mayor. Members of the 
Republican organization said yesterday 
that no announcement would be made 
from their camp until Harrison finally 
has learned from Mrs. Harrison what 
he may do. 

There will be a meeting of the ward 
committeemen the latter part of this 
week to report on what the sentiment in 
their wards is toward the thirty names 
which were suggested on Saturday. 

The movement to combine the Repub- 
lican and Progressive forces in the may- 
oralty contest continues to gain strength. 
It is reported that the sentiment for an 
alliance is strong among the Moosers. 
The Republican organization also feels 
it must make some concessions to get 
the Moosers into its ranks. 


- Two Probable Moose Favorites. 
Tuo candidates stood out from the 
list ot thirty suggested by the Repub- 
licans who probably would be acceptable 
to the Progressives. They are Chief Jus- 
tice Harry Olson of the Municipal court 
and Bernard A. Eckhart, west side mil- 
ler. Before the final announcement is 
made, however, some means of placating 
the Lorimer faction, headed by William 
Hale Thompson, who is an announced 
candidate, must be found. 

Several members of the anti-Ickes fac- 
tion of the Progressive party met at the 
Hotel Sherman to nominate Ald. Jacob 
Hey of the Twenty-third ward for mayor. 

Robert E. Burke's faction of the Dem- 
ocracy met also and completed arrange- 
ments for the New Tear's eve dance at 
the Seventh Regiment armory. 
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Problems as They See Them.

“There is nothing in the charges, 
however, involving my character, and 
even though I am expelled from the 
church I shall not be prevented from 
pteaching.

SHOW STRENGTH 


Export Sales Continue Lib- 
eral; Big Decrease in 
Country Sales. 


CORN DEMAND BROADER 


Foreign wheat buyers apparently are 
Still as anxious for the grain from this 
country as they have been at any time, 
but the big export sales have not had 
much effect in stimulating buying, and 
many traders appear to have reached the 
conclusion that the present range of 
prices discounts in a large measure the 
strong export situation. 

«Exporters at Chicago and other points 
gay the demand still is insistent, and that 
the only drawback is the difficulty in get- 
ting a sufficient number of steamers to 
carry the grain. Italy not only has 
bought a lot of United States wheat but 
fs said to have contracted for immense 
quantities of Argentine wheat. The 
Scandinavian countries continue to buy 


freely, and Greece is in the market here | © 


for wheat in large quantities. With these 
countries, as well as England, France, 
‘and Holland, to be supplied, there appears 
to be an outlet for our surplus, providing 
the war continues. 


Foreigners Need Wheat. 

With the war preventing the release of 
the enormous Russian surplus of grains, 
the supply does not appear to be burden- 
some in this country, although there is 
still a vast amount of wheat to be shipped 
that already has left the farms and an un- 
usually large percentage of the crop still 
is * * on the farms. It is predicted ex- 
ports in December wil be close to 50,000. 
000 bu, and much more than that amount 
already has been sold for shipment 
abroad. The prospect of getting Argen- 
tine wheat has not deterred foreign buy- 
ers from accepting all offers so far from 
this side, and cash prices relatively have 
shown a steadily hardening tendency. 

Bulls in wheat, however, so far during 
the crop year, have not been able to get 
much encouragement from the movement 
of wheat. The decreages in the visible 
supply the last two weeks encouraged 
some buying but primary receipts are still 
enormous in view of the tremendous vol- 


ume of receipts to date. However, last 


week showed a moderate decrease, espe- 
cially at winter wheat points. Chicago 
receipts show a falling off, but the north- 
west. receipts have been heavy and in 
the southwest the arrivals continue much 
larger than a year ago. 


Visible Supply Is Large. 


The visible supply is about 10,000,000 bu 
larger now than a year ago and with boats 
provided for shipping out the grain tome large 
decreates are looked for. The British sea vic- 
tory has increased the promise for a big move- 
ment of Plate grain. The elimination of the 
German commerce raiders from the situation 
will reduce war risks but there is not much 
chance of a material reduction in freights, 
owing to the enormous demand., . 

However, Argentine holders are not cheapen- 
ing prices any #0 far in order to compete with 
thie country and from present indications the 
growers of that country will not have to cut 
prices in order to effect sales, although there 
have been attempts made abroad to enlarge 
on the enormous surplus which the South 
American country has to dispose of this year. 
Most conservative opinion is the crop isa fair 
average one and no more. There have been 
recent reports of frost in the southern parts 
of Argentina and some damage is feared. 

In this country the growing crop wes ma- 


sterially benefitted by rains or snow, Which cov- 


eral almost the entire winter wheat belt, al- 
thougeh in western Kansas the precipitation 
was too light to entirely relieve apprehension 
while the pronounced drop in temperatures 
caused some anxiety. 

The December wheat at Chicago hee nar- 
rowed the discount urder May considerably. 
Stocks here are not large for the season, about 
7,000,000 bu. and if reports of cash sales are 
approximately correct receipts will have to 
be large in order to prevent stocks from de- 
creasing rapidly. A few days ago it was re- 
ported that the local stock soon would be sold. 
Northwest stocks will show a moderate in- 
create for the week. A blockade hae resulted 
at Galveston from the heavy movement of 
grain to be shipped from that port. 

Corn Mart Two Sided. 

Corn prices have not been materially changed, 
but there is a more two sided market and many 
traders who have been bearish for a long time 
have adopted a more bullish attitude. The 
price of corn relative to the prices prevailing 
for wheat, cata, rye, and barley is not high, and 
speculators who sold on the prospects of big 
receipts have taken profits while the expected 
movement is on. Some investment buying 
has been noted, but so far there has been no 
material increase in the volume of trading and 
business is still largely of a local character. 

Receipts have exceeded the most sanguine 
expectations of the bears. Chicago has had an 
enormous run, all records having been broken. 
Railroads have been able to handle the ship- 
ments without delay and weather conditions 
have been fine all through the fall for the 
curing of the corn, so that farmers were en- 
abled to ship freely. 

Comparatively high prices have prevailed, 
which has been an inducement to many farm- 
ers to sell freely. In view of the big movement 
many receivers are now inclined to leok for a 
drop in receipts to moderate proportions. Re- 
ports from the country do not sustain the view 
that feeding operatione will be changed ma- 
terlally owing to the foot and mouth diseases 
and they do indicate feeders are paying rela- 
tively high prices in many sections. 

Exports of corn are not heavy, but there is 
considerable difference between this and last 
year. Now there is a fair amount of corn 
going for export, while last year our high 
prices were nat only preventing any exports 
but were attracting imports of Argentine corn. 
A few million bushels exported instead of im- 
ported makes, big difference in this situation. 
The fine quality of the oorn also makes the 
port trade easier to work up. 


Hog Products Are Steady. 


Hog receipts have increased material again 
the last few days and prices at the yards have 


- Suffered further big cute. But there hes been 


an absence of any aggressive selling of provi- 
sions futures, while on the other hand there 
has been a good demand from commission 
houses at times and the market generally has 
been of a more two sided character. 

Some report do not agree with the general 
advices of a hig pig crop, but the general opin- 
fon appears to be that receipts will continue 
heavy and that with a generous run it will be 
bard to work prices much higher unless a 
broader cash trade ghovid develop. On the 
Other hand, there is not a great deal of sentt- 
ment in favor of lower prices, the more gen- 
¢ral opinion being that values are on a fairly 
equitable basis In the absence of new develop- 
ments to cause any radical change.

PARIS. MARKETS BUSY. 


LONDON, Dec. 13.—~Payments by the 
public on the war loan took $235,000,000 
away from open market resources last 
week, but discounts hardened only slight - 
ly, money still being exceedingly abund- 
ant, with the bank statement showing 
nearly $605,000,000 in other ’’ deposits. 

The impression was created in some 
quarters that this meant the restoration 
of confidence and a consequent recovery 
in value of money following the trade re- 
covery, but examination of the bank 
statement shows that this belief is not 
justified. N 

Unquestionably the clearing of the seas 
of the German commerce destroyers 
means greater confidence among ship 
owners and exporters and importers, and 
whenever the retreat of the Germans 
from Belgium and France begins, grant- 
ing it will také place, a revival of confi- 
dence will come with the retreat, but 
it is too early yet to begin to talk about 
any real trade revival. 

On the other hand Great Britain is buy- 
ing a huge amount of war stores in Amer- 
ica, Argentina, and elsewhere, and as a 
large part has to be paid for in cash the 
value of money must rise as this expendi- 
ture of money continues. 


Watch New York Exchange. 

The stock exchange watched with con- 
siderable satisfaction the progress in New 
York in resuming business on the ex- 
change. Prices ruled firm here, and the 
general tone was cheerful at the end of the 
week. In some quarters a slight increase 
in the volume of business is reported. 

An increased demand for some Ameri- 
can railroad securities was believed to 
come from New York. The South Afri- 
can mining market showed strength and 
rubber shares were fairly well main- 
tained. 


Paris Markets Busy. 

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, Dec. 13.— The opening of the 
stock markets was the feature of the 
week financially. The week's trading 
was fully warranted. Business was lim- 
ited to cash operations, and there were 
keen changes in several industrials, espe- 
cially rubber, gold mines, petrol, and cop- 
per shares. ' 

The official market likewise has heen busy 
since Tuesday in execution of outstanding 
orders for rentes and several other gilt edged 
French securities. During the first three dayw 
after the reopening there were numerous in- 
quiries for redeemable 8½ per cent new rentes, 
and in many cases buyers could not be ac- 
commodated with stock. 

There were, therefore, scarcely any offers 
to sell in national and high clase bonds. Or- 
ders could only be booked until the certificates 
are available. Transactions fell off at the 
week end session. 

The question of the July settlement still 
weighs on the financial markets and gives 
rise to considerable discussion in French finan- 
clal circles. The belief has been expréssed

Bankers Attach Growing 
Importance to Policies of 
Prospective Borrower. 


INDEX TO PERSONALITY} 


— —

That bankers and others extending 
credit are giving increasing attention to 
the line of life insurance carried by a bor- 
rower is the opinion expressed by A. Bar- 
ton Hepburn, chairman of the board of 
the Chase National Bank of New York 
City. He states that the inquiry for 
credit naturally takes the form of a per- 
sonal interview and at some point in 
such an interview the inquiry as to how 
much life insurance a man carried is 
made. Then the banker desires to know 


in what companies and how the insur- 
ance runs, whether to the borrower’s 


estate or some beneficiary. 

Mr. Hepburn dwells emphatically on 
what he calis the psychological signifi- 
cance of life insurance as it should be 
viewed from a creditor's standpoint. In 
attempting to analyze the qualities an ap- 
plicant should possess as a basis for 
credit, the fact that he carries an ade- 
quate line of life insurance will show to 
the banker the habit of the man’s life, 
his sense of responsibility, and the quali- 
tles on which creditor's must rely for 
fulfillment of promises, so far as per- 
sonality is concerned. 

Mr. Hepburn suggests that the com 
mercial agencies should ask for informa- 
tion about a man’s life insurance for use 
in reaching a conclusion as to credit rat- 
ing. 

Urges Insurance for Women. 

President H. C. Cox of the Canada 
Life, who appeared before the annual 
meeting of the Association of Life In- 
surance Presidents in New York dur- 
ing the week, discussed the subject of 
life insurance for women. Most of the 
women that are insured have voluntar- 
fly applied for life insurance. Mr. Cox 
takes the ground that if women were 
solicited with the same vigor as men 
the companies would get into the fold a 
larger and more varied selection which 
would finally give the right kind of an 
average. As it is now, the women who 
voluntarily apply for life insurance prob- 
ably do so with the knowledge that there 
is some hidden wopairment of health 
and the selection is therefore against the 
company. 

Mr, Cox draws attention to the ten- 
dency of the times for women to engage 
in all kinds of pursuits in common with 
men, thus in a measure, becoming busi- 
ness competitors. The lives of women, 
therefore, represent a monetary value. 
He urged that the insurance companies 
devise means to get ample provision for 
the insurance of women. 


Basis for Computing Assets. 


The insurance commissioners have decided 
that in valuing the assets of insurance com- 
panies in making up their annual financial 
Statements as at Dec. 31, the market valuee 
as of June 80 shall be used. There has been 
much anxiety in insurance circles as to how 
the securities of companies would be valued. 
If the present market rate were used there 
would be a sharp decrease and the surplus en- 
tirely of some of the companies would be 
wiped out. K 

The insurance commissioners took the posi- 
tion that the securities held by the companies 
are worth, from the standpoint of real value, 
as much now as they were before the European 
war set in and the financial depression came. 
They hold, therefore, that it would be unfair 
— down securities at the present low 

e. 

The insurance commissioners, at their con- 
vention last week, made a departure from the 

long custom in this country in that they went 
gm record as favoring the recommendation to 
the various legislatures of a law which will 
permit of insurance against loss by fire o 
legal liability by damage to property or bodily 
injury to persons from the use and main- 
tenance of automobiles in one combination 
policy against all these hazards. At present 
one class of companies cannot insure against 
bodily liability. Thie indemnity must be se- 
cured from the casualty companies. Fire, 
perils of transportation, and theft is writte- 
by another class of companies. Property dam- 
age, due to collision, is written by both classes 
of companies. 
There has been some question as to whether 
the fire and marine companies could cover 
damage caused by an automobile, 
but many of them write this class of indem- 
nity. If the bill recommended by the insur- 
ance commissioners passes it will be possi ble 
for one company to write these various forms 
of automobile coverage. It would necesaitate 
the repeal of existing laws that prevent 
blanket coverage of this kind. 


Discuss State Rate Control. 


- The State Insurance Commissioners’ associ- 
ation, which met in New York last week. went 
on record as approving partial indorsement of 
State made and controlled rates of fire ineur- 
ance. Six proposed bills were adopted for in- 
trodxction in the various state legslatures in 
instances where states may elect to interfere 
with existing conditions. The big fight came 
over the last two bills on the list. 

The fifth bill, as finally amended, permits 
fire insurance companies to codperate in mak- 
ing rates, but provides that if any agreement 
arising out of such cotiperation is not agree- 
able to the state insurance commissioner he 
may demand another one in its place. The etxth 
bill opens two propositions to the states. In 
one the state is given the right to review the 
rates made by a bureau conducted by the fire 
insurance cOmpanies for the purpose of deter- 
mining whether they are discriminatory or un- 
just, with the right to order discriminations 
removed or to fix and order a rate substituted 
which it considers just. The other alternative 
proposed provides for the opening of established 
fates to competition with antidiscriminatory 
power given the state superintendent follow- 
ing the lines of the present New York law. 

The first bill provides for the supervision of 
all rate making bureaus maintained by the 
companies by the commissioner of insurance, 

periodical and occasional examinations at 
the expense of the bureaus, and also provides 
for giving the facts to the public through an 
official report. Bill number two prohibits dis-

requires every company to cobperate in a pub- 
Me rating bureau and requires every 
accept as members 
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bond issue, $500,000 of an authorised 
$1,500,000 are outstanding, and no more 
bonds can be issued under the mortgage 
unless net earnings are double the inter- 
est on all bonds, including new ones. 
These bonds appear to be well secured. 
The Ohio utilities commission some time 
ago approved a new first mortgage issue 
of $2,250,000 to retire the old bonds and 
finance the purchase of plants in several 
towns. If your question refers to this 
issue there are no data availabie on which 
to base an opinion. 

The Kansas City, Clay County and St. 
Joseph railway is an interurban line 
eighty miles long. It has outstanding 
$3,135,000 first 56. A sinking fund ie pro- 
vided to begin amortizing this issue in 
1917. Its outstanding capital stock is» 
$4,000,000. The road began operating in 
January, 1918. In the year ended May 
31, 1914, its gross earnings were $581,033; 
net after taxes, §270,058; bond interest 
(accrued), $151,106; balance for deprecia- 
tion and dividends, $115,947. This is a 
good showing for the first year of opera- 
tion. Later reports are not available.

This leaves the charge of 2 
cents for each $100 of face value the 
only tax on ordinary transfers of stock.

RAILROAD EARNINGS LOWER. 


Gross earnings of United States rail- 
roads making weekly reports to Dun's 
Review continue to show considerable re- 
duction from those of @ year ago, the 
total of all roads reporting so far for No- 
vember amounting to $33,793,016, a de- 
crease of 12.9 per cent. In the west and 
southwest the returns of some roads in- 
dicate an improving tendency, the most 
notable being Colorado and Southern and 
Minneapolis and St. Louls, with gains re- 
spectively of $174,815 and $43,804, which, 
however, are far more than offset by 
losses on the Denver and Rio Grande of 
$343,100 Missouri, Kansas, and Texas, 
$57,236; St. Louis Southwestern, $314,000: 
Chicago Great Western, $34,079; Missour! 
Pacific, $397,000, and Western Pacific, 
$136,800. In the south the contraction in 
the movement of freight, especially cot- 
ton, reflects the general depression in 
business throughout the greater part of 
that territory, and practically every lead- 
ing system reports more or less falling off 
in earnings, With the decreases being 
especially pronounced on Louisville and 
Nashville and Southern, the former show- 
ing a loss for the month of no less than 
$1,258,118 and the latter $1,268,800. In the
